Fair Attracts Thousands

Increased Majority for S.C. Candidate 


The Vulcan County Fair, only 
event at its kind in Western Can¬ 
ada, was most successfully staged 
on Monday and Tuesday, August 
-ilh and 5th, before record crowds'. 

Starting at noon with a parade 
led by Constable Molyneux, R.C. 
M.P., in full dress, and by Leon 
Bateman, Standard Bearer, on his 
prize winning Palomino stallion 
flanked by two golden Palominos, 
the mile-long parade, with several 
sections, proved at least as inter¬ 
esting as last year’s. The Lions’ 
Club float, which carried nine 
Princess candidates, stopped at the 
intersection adjacent to the hotel 
where, In a brief but impressive 
ceremony, Miss Barbara Fletcher 
—the 1951 County Process— 
crowned little Miss Rita Callagh¬ 
an of Kirkcaldy as 1952 County of 
Vulcan Princess. Miss Yulonde 
Larkins of Reid Hill and Miss Pat¬ 
sy Robertson of Vulcan were her 
Ladies-in-Waiting. Other candi¬ 
dates were Miss Coleen McGinnis 
of Carmangay and Miss Sheila 
Puzey of Champion; Miss Sharon 
House of Arrowwood, Miss Jessie 
Gothard of the Brant-Ensign dist¬ 
ricts, Miss Sharon Taggart of the 
Milo-Queenstown-Majorville area 
and Miss Marlene Koch of the Lo- 
mond-Armada districts. All nine 
were charmingly dressed In regal 
attire. 

Following the Princess float, the 
big, smartly attired Beiseker Lions 
Club Community Band with its 
majorettes drew . applause from 
the large crowd both for its ap¬ 
pearance and music. Cars preced¬ 
ing the band contained members of 
the County Council and Mayor W. 
D. Allan of Vulcan. Oldtimers 
of the district rode on a wagon 
drawn by Tom Lucas’ team of 
white horses. 

The band was followed by a 1 
large body of Cubs and Scouts and 
then came the two bright red 
trucks of the Vulcan Fire Depart- 
nvent. Four beautiful saddle hors- 1 
es drew a good hand of applause 
(names of the riders were not 
available). 

The ’’Sputterbugs” swimming 
club float provided a boost for the 
swimming pool and was followed 
by the Arrowwood Booster Club 
float, the Royal Purple float and 
the Mossleigh Garden Club float, 
all of which were very attractive 
and added greatly to the parade. 

The Civil Defence Unit float 
showed a fire-fighting team ready 
for action. The Red Cr6ss F.U.A. 
and F.W.U.A. float was again 
drawn by the beautiful team of 
horses owned by A. A. Giles, and 
the Canadian Legion float carried 
members of the Vulcan Cadet 
Corps. 

Another group of six riders on 
beautiful horses was followed by 
the entrants in the pet parade and 
kiddies on decorated tricycles. 
Commercial floats of the “99" 
Gas and Oil Products, White Rose 
Oil and Gas and Elder’s Garage 
came next, the latter depicting 
the results of an automobile ac¬ 
cident, complete with “corpse" and 
stressing the slogan “Drive Safe¬ 
ly.’’ The Central Garage entry 
showed the old and new, a 1926 
Bulck followed by a new 1952 Bu- 
ick. 

Colorful decorated bicycles came 
next, followed by Oliver farm ma¬ 
chinery and a new Chrysler car. 
The "Fallen Arch Six” was a high 
light of the parade. Entered by the 
Vulcan Garage and Machine Shop, 
this was an old model car "cus¬ 
tom built for Vulcan streets” with 
eccentric wheels, a beach umbrel¬ 
la for a top and a somewhat 
startling paint job, complete with 
amusing slogans and signs. Clay¬ 
ton Clarkson and .Tom Walker 
were responsible for most of the 
work on this parade entry. 

The parade was also enlivened 
by the antics of two clowns, C. J. 
Robinson and Pete Weber.

Exhibits Good 

The new wing ofthe Curling rink 
housed the fair exhibits, and the 
number and quality of the exhib¬ 
its were mo£t gratifying The 
Flower Section—w»tn several .hun¬ 
dred entries — occupied almost 
three times last year’s space and 
made for a beautiful display. The 
Fancy Work was not as extensive 
as last year but included some 
outstanding work. Highlight ofthe 


exhibits was the sheaves of grains 
shown; judges commented that 
they have never seen better dis¬ 
plays and it would probably be 
many years before equally good 
grains would be shown again. The 
Art Section included the work of 
some new artists of suitable pro¬ 
mise; while this section was not- 
judged, the work drqw much fav¬ 
orable comment. Exhibits in the 
Schools Section included many 
new classes and several times the 
number of entries as were on dis¬ 
play last year. Displays of vege¬ 
tables were outtsanding. Special 
mention must also be made of the 
display of Art by Grade 3 pupils 
from Turner Valley. The Relic 
Section was not judged but entries 
proved of considerable interest.

Another most enjoyable feature 
innovated this year was are elect¬ 
ric organ recital by Mrs. Mabel 
Pederson of Medicine Hat each 
afternoon and evening. This was 
made possible through the court¬ 
esy of J. T. Willard & Son, who 
included the electric organ and 
seating occommoaatron in their 
International Harvester commer¬ 
cial exhibit in the Arena. Mr. E. 
Pederson also gave several violin 
selections which were most enjoy¬ 
able.

Another new feature of the 
1952 County Fair was that of the 
Civil Defence Organization of the 
County of Vulcan. Three sheets of 
the Curling Kink were utilized for 
displays on First Aid, Fire Fight¬ 
ing and Communications, and in 
staging films on the Atomic Bomb 
and bombing of Hiroshima. In ad¬ 
dition, they had a special fire hut 
constructed at the rear of the 
Curling Rink where each after¬ 
noon and evening they demonstrat 
ed the use of the fire-fighting 
equipment on Incendiary bombs: 
they even managed to put out a 
large Air Force type incendiary 
bomb with a pail and a half of 
v/ater, using a stirrup pump. The

Fire Brigade is Tops 

As a spectator at the early morning blaze a week 
ago last Saturday when a coal shed caught fire, we 
can now personally vouch for the speed and efficiency 
of the local volunteer fire brigade and give them a 
long-deserved word of praise. 

We were the second man to arrive on the scene 
and found that the alarm had already been phoned in. 
There did seem, however, to be an unnecessarily long 
wait between the phoning in of the alarm and the time 
the siren sounded. In less than two minutes, though, a 
fire truck roared up the lane and the crew had water 
playing on the blaze almost before the truck came to 
a stop. 

The speed with which the fire-fighting volunteers 
answered the alarm and the efficient, well-drilled way 
in which every man went about his duties would do 
credit to a professional fire-fighting brigade. There 
was no hesitation at all, no need for shouted orders. 
Every man seemed to know his job and know how to 
do it. 

This speed and efficiency is the reason why Vul¬ 
can’s fire losses have been negligible during the past 
few years. The local fire department has two trucks 
and the main source of water for fighting fire is the 
large underground reservoirs located at strategic 
points in the town. The town’s water system can also 
be utilized through the fire hydrants, but this has not 
yet ifren found necessary as no major fires have de¬ 
veloped. 

One truck carries 450 gallons of water under 
pressure and, with the emphasis placed on getting to 
a fire quickly while it is still relatively small and easy 
to control, this has been sufficient in most cases to ex¬ 
tinguish the blaze, while the pumping truck is man¬ 
ned and standing by in case more water is needed. 

Vulcan is fortunate in having such a fire depart¬ 
ment and its value to the town cannot be figured in 
just dollars and cents. Fire Chief Jim Shortt and his 
men are doing an excellent job and we are sure that 
all residents of the town appreciate it.

Alter Harvest Tillage 
And Weed Control 

The after harvest tillage of crop 
lands has proven to be useful in 
the control of Russian thistle, par¬ 
ticularly if’carried on for several 
consecutive seasons. A certain 
amount of control for other an¬ 
nual weeds can also be expected 
from such a procedure. 

The effect of after-harvest til¬ 
lage on subsequent grain crops 
has been under test at the Leth¬ 
bridge Experimental Station for a 
number of years. Blading, one-way 
disking, and basin listing have 
• been the after-harvest practices 
compared with no tillage treat¬ 
ment. The twelve year average 
yield of crops grown on untreated 
stubble fields has been 14.3 bush¬ 
es per acre. This compares with 
an average yield of 15.7 bushels 
per acre from crops grown on 
stubble bladed the previous fall. 
Yields for the other treatments did 
not differ greatly from that ob¬ 
tained on untreated stubbles. 

There are two possible reasons 
for the yield differences obtained, 
namely the control of weeds and 
increased moisture conservation. 
Since both the blading and the 
one-way disking have resulted in a 
comparable measure of weed con¬ 
trol it is thought that the yield 
difference is due mostly to super¬ 
ior moisture conservation effect¬ 
ed by blading which retains a good 
well anchored trash cover on the 
soil surface. Doubtless the blading 


opens up the soil, as does the ^ne- 
_ " x 

possible increased intake of mois¬ 
ture, but in addition the standing 
stubblo on the bladed fields is able 
to hold more of the winter snow. 

For the most effective working 
of stubble, the Job should be done 
as soon as possible after the crop 
is removed. This statement applies 
particularly to the control of Rus¬ 
sian thistle by tall cultivation. If 
fields are bladed immediately after 
harvest the production of seed by 
the thistle plants present can be 
reduced by as muoh as 75 to 100 
per cent. 

Fall tillage of crop stubble is a 
worthwhile practice if such stub¬ 
bles are to be seeded the follow¬ 
ing year. The use of a blade type 
implement has proven best for this 
purpose, and the job should be 
done as soon as possible after the 
crop has been removed. 

Wild plantain leaves, young and
